The  1988-89  State  Budget  contained  an  appropriation  to  fund  working 
drawings  and  construction  for  the  District  Central  Shops  and  Warehouse  on  a 
site  in  the  southwest  corner  of  the  City  College  campus.  The  District  had 
proposed  the  building  be  located  on  the  site  in  the  northeast  corner  of  the 
campus. 

The  Architect  was  instructed  to  develop  a  schematic  design  for  the 
southeast  site.  He  was  further  instructed  to  do  a  comparative  analysis  of  the 
estimated  cost  of  building  on  both  sites  using  the  schematic  design  for  the 
northeast  site  which  was  prepared  by  staff.  The  estimate  of  cost  for  both 
sites  is  relatively  the  same  but  both  exceed  the  state  funds  appropriated  for 
construction. 

Through  consultation  with  staff  in  the  State  Chancellor's  Office  it 
was  determined  that  existing  augmentation  pool  funds  were  not  available  to 
augment  the  funding.  The  staff  recommended  that  the  District  seek  State 
funding  in  the  amount  required  in  the  1992-93  Funding  Year. 

In  order  for  the  request  for  state  funding  to  be  considered  by  the 
State  Chancellor's  Office,  Department  of  Finance  and  ultimately  the 
Legislative,  the  District  must  make  application  to  the  State  Chancellor 
together  with  supporting  documentation  in  the  form  of  a  revised  Project 
Planning  Guide. 

The  staff  has  prepared  the  required  Project  Planning  Guide  for 
Governing  Board  approval.

President  and  Members: 

The  Ornamental  Horticulture  Department  and  the  San  Francisco  Water 
Department  have  discussed  a  program  for  the  design  and  development  of  a  low 
water  use  demonstration  garden,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Xeriscape 
Garden."  The  Public  Utilities  Commission  has  authorized  the  acting  General 
Manager  of  the  Water  Department  to  negotiate  and  execute  a  Memorandum  of 
Understanding  with  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  whereby  the 
Water  Department  will  provide  $20,000  for  the  design  and  development  of  the 
Xeriscape  Garden. 

The  site  for  the  garden  will  be  the  area  between  the  Ornamental 
Horticulture  Building  and  the  adjacent  Judson  Street.  The  existing  turf  grass 
will  be  removed  and  the  Xeriscape  Garden  will  be  installed.  The  construction 
and  site  preparation  costs  and  the  soil  preparation  and  plant  material  costs 
will  be  a  total  initial  project  cost  of  $26,500.  The  Ornamental  Horticulture 
Department  will  provide  up  to  $4,500  from  its  Foundation  account,  and  the 
balance  will  be  provided  from  a  Chancellor's  Grant  towards  the  design  and 
development  of  the  project. 

The  Ornamental  Horticulture  Department  will  use  the  project  as  a 
departmental  activity,  taking  place  both  in  and  out  of  the  classroom.  The 
Xeriscape  Garden  and  the  Ornamental  Horticulture  compound  will  be  an 
invaluable  teaching  tool  and  resource  for  students,  and  would  lend  itself  to 
community  involvement  through  educational  outreach.  The  garden  would 
additionally  demonstrate  that  it  is  possible  to  have  a  garden  that  is  both 
beautiful  and  ecologically  sound  by  applying  principles  of  water  conservation. 
The  garden  will  enable  City  College  to  be  on  the  cutting  edge  of  new 
irrigation  techniques  as  well  as  changes  in  nursery  stock,  planting  design  and 
placement  and  irrigation  practices,  all  of  which  reflect  a  growing  awareness 
for  the  need  to  conserve  water.

President  and  Members: 

The  proposed  revisions  to  PM  1 .05  are  primarily  technical  updates. 
These  revisions  include  language  to  modify  the  recitations  of  permitted  closed 
sessions  and  to  amend  the  agenda  to  conform  to  the  Brown  Act  and  to  eliminate 
references  to  the  "Chancellor/Superintendent."  References  to  "Governing  Board"  are 
revised  to  "Board  of  Trustees"  which  is  a  designation  permitted  under  the  Education 
Code.  The  option  for  holding  meetings  throughout  the  District  is  provided,  consistent 
with  state  law. 

References  to  Board  adoption  of  regulations  is  deleted  for  consistency 
with  the  Policy  Manual  Preface:  "They  [administrative  regulations]  are  designed  and 
promulgated  by  the  Chancellor/Superintendent,  under  the  authority  of  Section  2.06  of 
the  Policy  Manual,  as  the  practical,  specific,  operating  procedures  to  effectively  govern 
the  District."  In  this  same  vein,  the  Chancellor's  need  to  receive  items  for  Board  action 
well  in  advance  of  a  Board  meeting  is  a  procedural  matter  rather  than  a  policy 
determination.  Accordingly,  it  is  deleted  from  the  policy  statement  and  may  be 
promulgated  as  an  administrative  regulation.  Consistent  with  historic  practice, 
changes  to  administrative  regulations  will  continue  to  be  distributed  to  the  Board  and 
throughout  the  College.  They  will  be  maintained  in  the  same  volume  as  Board 
policies. 

The  proposed  revisions  provide  the  Board  President  with  flexibility  in 
revising  the  order  of  business.  Additionally,  policies  which  are  regulatory  as  to  the 
Board,  but  which  are  not  otherwise  required  by  law  may  be  temporarily  suspended  if 
such  suspension  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  District. 

San  Francisco  Community  College  District  Policy  Manual  Section  1 .05 
reads  in  part  as  follows:  "Adoption  of  Policies.  Bvlaws  and  Regulation.  Any  affirmative 
vote  of  four  members  at  any  meeting,  providing  notice  of  said  intended  action  has 
been  given  at  a  previous  meeting."

In  the 
conduct  of  business,  the  procedure  of  the  Board  will  be  governed  by  the  policies  set 
forth  in  this  manual,  or  if  not  covered  thereby  then  by  the  Newly  Revised  Robert's 
Rules  of  Order. 

Preparation  for  Meetings.  The  agenda  for  Govorning  Board  meetings  shall  be 
delivered  to  Board  members  at  least  seventy-two  hours  prior  to  the  time  of  regular 
meetings  and  at  least  twenty-four  hours  prior  to  the  time  of  special  meetings. 
Communications  and  requests  for  action  by  the  Board  are  to  bo  in  the  hands  of  the 
Chancollor/Suporintondent  eight  days  beforo  a  rogular  mooting.  Resolutions 
proposed  by  individual  Board  members  must  be  requested  through  the  President  of 
the  Board  who  will  then  obtain  the  concurrence  of  at  least  two  (2)  other  Board 
members.  However,  items  requiring  Board  action  which  roach  tho 
Chancellor/Suporintondont's  offico  do  not  appear  on  the  agenda  may  be  acted  upon 
under  any  of  the  following  circumstances:  1 .  At  least  four  (4)  Board  members 
determine  that  an  emergency  exists,  2.  At  least  (5)  Board  members  (or  all  members 
present  if  less  than  5)  determine  that  the  need  to  act  occurred  after  the  required 
posting  period,  or  3.  The  matter  was  posted  on  an  agenda  prior  to  the  current  meeting. 
An  "emergency  situation"  shall  mean:  (a)  Work  stoppage  or  other  activity  which 
severely  impairs  public  health,  safety,  or  both,  as  determined  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  legislative  body,  (b)  Crippling  disaster  which  severely  impairs  public 
health,  safety,  or  both,  as  determined  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  legislative 
body.  Agenda  items  appearing  on  the  published  agenda  may  be  removed  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  Board.  The  Agenda  shall  be  posted  at  the  entrance  door  to  the 
District  Offico  at  33  Gough  Street  and  in  the  lobby  of  Conlan  Hall  at  City  College  of 
San  Francisco,  50  Phelan  Avenue,  at  least  seventy-two  hours  prior  to  the  time  of  the 
regular  meetings  and  at  least  twenty-four  hours  prior  to  the  time  of  special  meetings. 
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Adoption  of  Policies.  Bvlaws  and  Regulations.  Any  policy  or  regulation  may  be 
adopted  by  the  Board,  be  amended  or  repealed  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  four  members 
at  any  meeting,  providing  notice  of  said  intended  action  has  been  given  at  a  previous 
meeting.    Any  policy  or  bylaw  which  is  regulatory  as  to  the  Board  but  is  not  otherwise 
required  bv  law  mav  be  suspended  temporarily  by  a  vote  of  at  least  five  (5)  members  if 
such  suspension  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  District- 
Reports.  Board  members  requesting  reports  must  do  so  through  the  President 
of  the  Board  with  the  concurrence  of  at  least  two  (2)  other  Board  members. 

Recording  Minutes  of  Meeting..  As  records  of  Board  actions  at  meetings,  the 
minutes  shall  contain  only  resolutions  and  ultimate  actions  of  the  Board,  but  if  any 
Commissioner  desires  to  have  any  additional  matter  included,  he  must  submit  a 
written  statement  with  a  request  that  it  be  included  in  the  minutes.  There  shall  also  be 
a  tape  recording  of  the  proceedings. 

Records  of  all  business  transacted  and  of  all  policies  and  regulations  or  other 
controls  enacted  by  the  Board  shall  be  set  forth  in  full  in  the  official  Minute  Book  of  the 
Board,  which  shall  be  the  official  public  record  of  Board  actions. 

Regular  Meetings  of  the  Board.  One  or  more  meetings  shall  be  held  each 
month,  at  the  regular  meeting  place  of  the  Governing  Board,  33  Gough  Street,  San 
Francisco.  The  Governing  Board  may  also  meet  at  City  College  of  San  Francisco  or 
other  District  locations. 

Special  Meetings  of  the  Board.  Such  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  presiding 
officer  of  the  Board  or  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  by  delivering 
personally  or  by  mail  written  notice  to  each  Board  member  and  to  appropriate  media. 

Meetings  Open  to  the  Public.  All  official  meetings  of  the  Board,  rogular  or 
spocial,  including  committees,  shall  be  open  to  the  public  as  provided  by  law. 

Meetings  Closed  to  the  Public.  All  closed  sessions  shall  be  closed  to  the  public. 
Closed  sessions  may  be  held  ^n4y  in  accordance  with  law  and  for  the  following 
purposes: 

To  consider  the  appointment,  employment,  or  dismissal  of  an  employee. 

To  hear  complaints  or  charges  brought  against  an  employee  by  another  person. 

To  consider  the  expulsion,  suspension  or  disciplinary  action  in  connection  with 
any  student  of  the  District. 

To  consider  with  its  negotiations  representative  the  matter  of  salaries,  salary 
schedule,  or  fringe  benefits  of  employees. 

To  confer  with  its  negotiator  prior  to  the  purchase,  sale,  exchange,  or  lease  of 
real  property  bv  or  for  the  District  to  give  instructions  to  its  negotiator  regarding 
the  Price  and  terms  of  payment  for  the  purchase,  sale,  exchange,  or  lease. 
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To  confer  with,  or  receive  from,  its  legal  counsel  regarding  "pending  litigation" 
as  defined  in  Government  Code,  Section  54956.9  and  any  amendments. 

Closed  sessions  can  be  held  during  a  regular  or  special  meeting. 

Quorum.  A  quorum  for  the  conduct  of  Board  business  shall  consist  of  four 
members.  No  official  action  may  be  taken  when  a  quorum  is  absent. 

Granting  the  Privilege  of  the  Floor.  A  person  desiring  to  speak  shall  be 
recognized  by  the  Chair  only  after  complying  with  the  following  procedures: 

For  matters  appearing  on  the  agenda,  an  individual  desiring  to  address  the 
Board  must  complete  a  "Request  to  Address  Governing  Board"  card,  completing 
the  information  thereon  including  the  subject  to  be  addressed.  If  there  is  to  be  a 
written  report  presented,  a  copy(ies)  shall  be  submitted  in  advance  to  the 
Chancellor/Suporintondont. 

Any  person  desiring  to  address  the  Board  on  non-agenda  items  must  also 
complete  the  "Request  to  Address  Governing  Board"  card  and  will  be 
recognized  at  the  end  of  the  agenda.

The  President  of  the  Board  reserves  the  right  of  determining  the  order  of  the 
speakers  and  changing  the  order  of  the  agenda  if  it  will  be  of  benefit  to  the 
public  and/or  the  order  of  the  meeting. 

Undue  interruptions  or  other  interferences  with  the  orderly  conduct  of  Governing 
Board  business  cannot  be  allowed.   Defamatory  or  abusive  personal  remarks 
are  always  out  of  order.  The  President  may  terminate  the  speaker's  privilege  of 
address  if  after  being  called  to  order,  he  or  she  persists  in  improper  conduct  or 
remarks,  or  if  be  the  speaker  fails  to  speak  on  the  subject  matter  for  which  -he 
has  been  granted  the  privilege  of  the  floor  was  granted.  The  appropriate  length 
of  time  for  oral  presentations  shall  be  determined  by  the  President  of  the  Board. 

No  oral  presentation  shall  include  charges  or  complaints  against  any  employee 
of  the  Governing  Board.  All  charges  or  complaints  against  an  employee  shall  be  in 
writing  and  signed  by  the  person  making  the  charge  and  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Chancellor/Suporintondont  who  shall,  after  investigation,  transmit  the  same  a  report  to 
the  Governing  Board.  There  shall  be  no  oral  presentation  or  discussion  of  such 
matters  in  open  public  meetings  of  the  Governing  Board.  The  Governing  Board,  after 
discussion  with  the  Chancollor/Suporintondent,  shall  dotormino  if  an  exooutive 
session  is  to  bo  convonod. 
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Prior  to  any  action  taken  by  the  Board  in  regard  to  presentations  from  the  floor, 
the  subject  shall  be  referred  to  the  Chancellor/Superintendent  for  his  or  her 
consideration  and  report.

(c)  After  the  public  has  had  the  opportunity  to  express  itself, 
the  public  school  employer  shall,  at  a  meeting  which  is  open 
to  the  public,  adopt  its  initial  proposal. 

The  District/AFT  Agreement  (ratified  by  Resolution  No.  900313-S1) 
contains  provisions  for  Reopener  Proposals  for  1991-92.  Additionally,  the 
parties  mutually  agreed  to  negotiate  over  other  issues  of  concern. 
Accordingly,  on  March  19,  1991,  the  parties  submitted  their  Initial  Reopener 
Proposals. 

On  March  21,  1991,  the  Governing  Board,  by  Resolution  No.  910321- 
S6,  acknowledged  receipt  and  made  public  the  Initial  Reopener  Proposals 
concerning  the  Faculty  Unit.  Resolution  No.  910321-S6  also  established  April 
25,  1991,  as  the  public  meeting  at  which  the  public  would  be  given  the 
opportunity  to  comment  on  the  Initial  Reopener  Proposals  concerning  the 
Faculty  Unit.

President  and  Members: 

In  the  Fall  of  1991,  City  College  of  San  Francisco  will  be  offering 
a  new  community  services  program,  consisting  of  intensive  ESL  classes  and  four 
non-credit  short-term  specialized  ESL  courses  to  foreign  students  under  the 
auspices  of  the  International  Education  Program.  The  offerings  are  the 
beginning  of  an  institute  targeted  for  students  from  abroad  who  with  to  study 
English  or  other  community  service  courses  and  are  willing  to  pay  for  this 
education  in  conformance  with  SB  432  of  1987,  and  California  Education  Code 
Section  72253.7.  An  extensive  need  study  for  this  kind  of  program  was 
conducted  during  the  Fall  of  1990  and  the  results  encouraged  its  development. 
The  two  major  findings  of  this  study  are:  1)  There  is  a  substantial  market 
for  this  program  in  San  Francisco  from  the  international  community;  and  2)  it 
is  projected  that  the  institute  will  be  initially  self-supporting  through  the 
levies  of  community  service  fees  and  revenue  generating  in  subsequent  years. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption:

PART  1  -  COMMUNITY  SERVICE  CLASS  FEES  FOR  THE  INSTITUTE  FOR 
INTERNATIONAL  STUDENTS 

Section  1  -  That  in  accordance  with  California  Education  Code 

Section  72253,7  a  community  service  class  fee  be  charged 
to  all  students  enrolled  in  community  service  classes  for  which 
state  apportionment  is  denied;  and  with  California  Senate  Bill  432, 
1987,  which  requires  that  adult  education  programs  charge  tuition  to 
foreign  students  with  F-l  visas  in  order  to  cover  the  cost  of  their 
education.  The  following  community  service  class  fee  rate  is 
adopted  commencing  with  the  Fall  Semester  1991  for  foreign  students 
with  F-l  visas  enrolled  in  the  Institute  for  International  Students. 
These  community  service  fees  are  exclusive  of  any  student  materials, 
textbooks  and  extra-curricular  fees  which  may  be  required  of  the 
student  in  a  particular  class: 

A.  For  all  community  service  classes  offered  through  the 
Institute,  of  an  eighteen  week  duration,  $70  per  term 
for  each  class  hour  per  week  the  class  meets. 

B.  For  all  Summer  Session  community  service  classes 
offered  through  this  Institute  of  four-weeks 
duration,  $25  per  session  for  each  class  hour  per 
week  the  class  meets. 
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C.   For  all  other  community  service  classes  offered 
through  the  Institute  of  less  than  eighteen  week 
duration,  an  hourly  fee  rate  range  from  $4.00  to 
$6.25  per  hours.  Hourly  fee  rates  for  each  such 
short-term  class  to  be  determined  by  the  City  College 
Administration  according  to  subject  matter,  materials 
needed  and  personnel  qualifications. 

PART  2  -  PROCESSING  FEE  FOR  APPLICANTS 

Section  1  -  All  students  applying  for  enrollment  in  any  of  the 

courses  offered  through  the  Institute  For  International 
Students  will  be  charged  a  $25  processing  fee.  This  fee  is  non- 
refundable. 

PART  3  -  REFUND  OF  FEES 

Section  1  -  The  full  community  service  class  fee,  excluding  the  $25 
processing  fee,  will  be  refunded  to  students  for  classes 
which  are  terminated  by  City  College  before  the  end  of  the  class 
term. 

Section  2  -  For  18  week  long  classes,  the  full  community  service 

class  fee  will  be  refunded  to  the  students  who 
officially  withdraw  before  the  end  of  the  first  week  of  school. 

Section  3  -  For  18  week  long  classes,  a  50%  refund  will  be  issued  to 

students  who  officially  withdraw  during  the  second  and 
third  weeks  the  class  meets  each  term. 

Section  4  -  For  classes  shorter  than  18  weeks,  a  full  refund  will  be 
issued  to  students  who  withdraw  before  the  first  meeting 
of  the  class. 

Section  5  -  For  classes  shorter  than  18  weeks,  a  50%  refund  will  be 

issued  to  students  who  withdraw  during  the  first  week 
the  class  meets  each  term. 

Section  6  -  There  will  be  no  refunds  or  partial  refunds  for  any 
other  reason. 

Section  7  -  The  $25  processing  fee  is  a  non-refundable  fee. 

PART  4  -  USE  OF  PROCESSING  FEE  FUNDS 

Section  1  -  Processing  fees  collected  pursuant  to  PART  2,  Section  1, 
are  intended  to  be  used  for  the  sole  purpose  of  covering 
personnel  costs  for  processing  applications,  evaluating  academic 
records  and  providing  orientation  services  to  Institute  students 
each  semester. 

PART  5  -  ACCOUNTING 

Section  1  -  The  Institute  For  International  Students  community 

service  fees  collected  shall  be  deposited  to,  and  checks 
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and  fee  refunds  shall  be  drawn  against  an  existing  account  with  the 
Ocean/Faxon  Branch  of  the  Bank  of  America  under  Account  No.  02904- 
02010,  which  was  established  in  1964.

In  1988,  Assembly  Bill  1725  mandated  that,  "No  later  than  July  1 ,  1990, 
hiring  criteria,  policies,  and  procedures  for  new  faculty  members  shall  be  developed 
and  agreed  upon  jointly  by  representatives  of  the  governing  board,  and  the  academic 
senates,  and  approved  by  the  governing  board." 

In  response  to  that  mandate,  representatives  of  the  Centers  Academic 
Senate  and  the  College  Academic  Senates  met  jointly  with  representatives  of  the 
Governing  Board  to  draft  a  document,  "Faculty  Hiring  Procedures"  (on  file  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Governing  Board)  which  is  now  forwarded  to  the  Governing  Board  for 
the  Governing  Board's  approval. 

This  document  replaces  the  previous  documents  on  hiring  procedures 
approved  by  the  Governing  Board  in  1977  and  1978.  It  should  be  noted  that  the 
Academic  Senates  consulted  with  AFT  2121,  the  faculty  collective  bargaining  agent, 
as  required  by  law.  Additionally,  the  District  Personnel  Office,  the  Citizens  Advisory 
Committee  on  Affirmative  Action,  and  legal  counsel  were  consulted. 

Approval  of  this  document  will  permit  a  unified  hiring  process  to  take 
place  for  those  positions  and  programs  that  are  part  of  both  the  credit  and  noncredit 
programs.

On  February  13,  1990,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education.  Division  of 
Audit  and  Program  Review,  issued  a  Program  Determination  Letter  demanding  a 
repayment  of  $813,112  from  the  District. 

Dow,  Lohnes  and  Albertson,  Attorneys  at  Law,  negotiated  a  contract 
with  the  Department  of  Education,  Office  of  Student  Financial  Assistance  on 
behalf  of  the  SFCCD,  for  the  purpose  of  resolving  the  audit  of  certain  of  the 
federal  student  financial  assistance  programs  administered  by  the  District  for 
the  three  year  period  ending  June  30,  1987,  Audit  Control  No.  09-8062. 

The  Governing  Board  on  August  30,  1990  approved  Resolution  No. 
900830-B7  authorizing  the  agreement  as  negotiated  by  Dow,  Lohnes  and 
Albertson.   Pursuant  to  the  Resolution,  an  agreement  was  signed  under  which 
the  SFCCD  agreed  to  and  did  make  a  good  faith  payment  of  $50,000  to  0SFA 
immediately,  another  $50,000  was  paid  before  November  1,  1990,  and  submitted 
additional  documentation  and  supporting  information  relative  to  the  programs 
covered  in  the  audit  findings.  We  are  now  awaiting  a  determination  of  final 
monetary  liability  on  the  audit  findings  from  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Education. 

As  reported  to  the  Governing  Board  by  memorandum  dated  June  27, 
1990,  the  firm  of  Dow,  Lohnes  &  Albertson  was  retained  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  American  Association  of  Community  and  Junior  Colleges  through  the 
former  legal  advisor  to  the  District  and  the  invoices  were  paid  through  that 
office  through  November,  1990.  Dow,  Lohnes  &  Albertson  has  now  submitted 
invoices  for  services  covering  the  period  since  December  1,  1990  directly  to 
the  SFCCD.  We  now  need  to  enter  into  an  agreement  directly  with  the  firm  of 
Dow,  Lohnes  &  Albertson  to  continue  their  services  to  resolve  the  audit 
findings.

On  April  26,  1990,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No. 
900426-B9  authorizing  the  District  to  contract  with  Dynix,  Inc.  to  procure  a 
fully  automated  integrated  library  system  for  the  SFCCD  including  hardware, 
software,  software  upgrades,  training,  documentation  and  installation. 

Since  October  1990,  installation  of  the  system  has  been  in  process, 
with  the  cataloging  module  now  fully  installed  and  work  on  the  library 
database  proceeding  with  great  intensity.  The  database  was  created  as  a 
result  of  the  library  retrospective  conversion  project,  1986-88,  when  the 
holdings  of  libraries  at  City  College  (Main,  Study  Center,  Alice  Statler 
Library,  and  Listening  Center)  were  converted  into  machine  readable  form  on 
tape.  The  holdings  of  the  libraries  at  John  Adams,  Teacher  Resource  Center 
and  Downtown  were  not  converted  at  that  same  time  for  lack  of  funding.  The 
library  automation  project  has  always  been  presented  as  a  District-wide 
system,  and  it  is  now  time  to  add  the  collections  of  the  branch  libraries  into 
the  system. 

The  holdings  of  the  Downtown  Library  are  nearly  duplicates  of 
materials  held  in  the  Main  Library  collection,  so  holdings  will  be  added  to 
the  database  by  a  part-time,  temporary  Library  Technician  and  a  part  time 
librarian,  who  have  been  hired  until  June  30,  1991  for  that  project  with  Phase 
1  Program  Improvement  Funds. 

The  materials  now  being  purchased  for  the  new  Library  at  Southeast 
will  be  entered  into  the  database  by  the  Cataloging  Department  at  the  Main 
Library  as  a  part  of  our  move  towards  centralized  technical  services  for  all 
libraries  in  the  District  (we  need  to  hire  a  new  cataloger  for  this  and 
ongoing  branch  library  cataloging  support). 

The  remaining  collections  of  the  libraries  at  John  Adams  and  the 
Teacher  Resource  Center  are  for  the  most  part  not  duplicated  in  the  Main 
Library  collection.  In  addition,  those  collections  are  cataloged  in  the  Dewey 
Decimal  System,  and  need  to  be  reclassified  into  the  Library  of  Congress 
System,  which  is  used  by  academic  libraries.  These  materials  will  also  need 
smart  barcodes  and  new  spine  labels.  The  most  cost  effective  way  to  get  those 
materials  into  the  database  is  to  contract  with  our  automation  vendor,  Dynix, 
Inc.  for  that  conversion  project.  Dynix,  Inc.,  provides  all  of  the  services 
needed  (tape  of  holdings,  barcodes  and  spine  labels),  and  the  project  can  be 
executed  to  match  all  of  our  system  specifications,  and  to  meet  our  date  for 
full  implementation  of  the  system,  August  19,  1991. 
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Funding  for  this  project  will  come  from  the  Instructional  Equipment      ■ 
Grant,  Appropriation  No.  G9-5492-6300-8600.

The  Senate  Bill  1220  requires  GED  examinees  to  pay  a  one-time  fee  to 
the  California  State  Department  of  Education.  This  fee  must  be  collected  by 
testing  centers  prior  to  testing.  Applicants  with  economic  hardships  may 
request  a  GED  fee  waived  at  the  SFCCD-GED  Testing  and  Assessment  Center. 
Testing  centers  are  billed  on  a  quarterly  basis  for  these  fees  by  the 
California  State  Department  of  Education  based  on  the  number  of  application 
forms. 

Governing  Board  Resolution  No.  880621-S1  authorized  the  adoption  of 
test  administration  fee  rates  for  the  SFCCD-GED  Testing  and  Assessment  Center 
and  resolved  that  all  test  administration  fees  collected  shall  be  deposited  to 
the  General  Fund,  and  that  all  costs  in  connection  with  the  test 
administration  program  shall  be  budgeted  in  the  General  Fund.  Resolution  No. 
910228-B3  amended  this  resolution  by  authorizing  that  the  Equivalency 
Certificate  fees  collected,  be  deposited  in  the  General  Fund  until  such  fees 
were  transmitted  on  a  quarterly  basis  to  the  California  State  Department  of 
Education.

The    current    policy    is    based    on    divisional    distinctions    which    are 
outdated.       The    assessment    of   prospective    administrators    should    ensure    the 
identification    of   individuals    who    can    lead,    organize,    plan    and    supervise    under    the 
reorganized   structure.      To   this   end    a   process   to   identify   these   or   other   appropriate 
administrative    abilities    is    imperative.      Accordingly,    it   is    recommended   that   the    Board 
revise    its    policy    and    direct    the    Chancellor   to    develop    appropriate    procedures    in 
accordance    with    the    foregoing.

3r-. District    Office    Administrators^ — In  the  case  of  the  District  Office

representatives    will    be    selected   one   each   by    the   two    Senates    and

& Screening    and    Interviewing    of    Candidates 

The  First  step  in  the  process  will  be  the  compilation  of  a  list  of 
acceptable   candidates.  — This   list   will   be   developed   by   the   committee   from 
the — roster    of   candidates. 

The    qualification    of   acceptable    candidates — will    then    be    assessed — and    the 
committee — w+H — determine    which — applicants — are — to — be — interviewed. 

Selected   candidates    will — then    be    interviewed    by   the   committee. The 

committee — w+H — select — the    three    best    candidates — for   each — position    these 
names    will — be   submitted    to   the   President   of  the    appropriate    Division    in 
an — unranked — listing. 

The    President    then    shall    interview    each    of   the    candidates    and    provide    a 
ranked    listing   to    the    Chancellor   Superintendent.

Implementation  Steering  Committee  (RISC).  RISC  has  now  completed 
its  work  in  the  area  of  organizational  and  administrative 
restructuring.

President  and  Members: 

Revisions  to  PM  1 .05  -  Meetings  were  presented  and  discussed  by  the 
Board  at  its  April  meeting.  However,  the  Resolution  (No.  910425-P1)  which  presented 
the  revisions  included  and  erroneous  NOTICE  provision  which  could  have  caused  the 
public  to  assume  that  action  was  not  intended.  To  rectify  any  confusion  to  the  public, 
the  matter  is  again  presented  with  all  revisions,  including  those  made  by  the  Board. 

The  proposed  revisions  to  PM  1.05  are  primarily  technical  updates. 
These  revisions  include  language  to  modify  the  recitations  of  permitted  closed 
sessions  and  to  amend  the  agenda  to  conform  to  the  Brown  Act  and  to  eliminate 
references  to  the  "Chancellor/Superintendent."  References  to  "Governing  Board"  are 
revised  to  "Board  of  Trustees"  which  is  a  designation  permitted  under  the  Education 
Code.  The  option  for  holding  meetings  throughout  the  District  is  provided,  consistent 
with  state  law. 

References  to  Board  adoption  of  regulations  is  deleted  for  consistency 
with  the  Policy  Manual  Preface:  "They  [administrative  regulations]  are  designed  and 
promulgated  by  the  Chancellor/Superintendent,  under  the  authority  of  Section  2.06  of 
the  Policy  Manual,  as  the  practical,  specific,  operating  procedures  to  effectively  govern 
the  District."  In  this  same  vein,  the  Chancellor's  need  to  receive  items  for  Board  action 
well  in  advance  of  a  Board  meeting  is  a  procedural  matter  rather  than  a  policy 
determination.  Accordingly,  it  is  deleted  from  the  policy  statement  and  may  be 
promulgated  as  an  administrative  regulation.  Consistent  with  historic  practice, 
changes  to  administrative  regulations  will  continue  to  be  distributed  to  the  Board  and 
throughout  the  College.  They  will  be  maintained  in  the  same  volume  as  Board 
policies. 

The  proposed  revisions  provide  the  Board  President  with  flexibility  in 
revising  the  order  of  business.  Additionally,  policies  which  are  regulatory  as  to  the 
Board,  but  which  are  not  otherwise  required  by  law  may  be  temporarily  suspended  if 
such  suspension  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  District.

The  order  of  business  mav  be  revised  at  any  meeting  when,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  President,  such  revision  will  benefit  the  public  and/or  order  of  the  meeting.   In  the 
conduct  of  its  business,  the  procedure  of  the  Board  will  be  governed  by  the  policies 
set  forth  in  this  manual,  or  if  not  covered  thereby  then  by  the  Newly  Revised  Robert's 
Rules  of  Order. 

Preparation  for  Meetings.  The  agenda  for  Governing  Board  meetings  shall  be 
delivered  to  Board  members  at  least  seventy-two  hours  prior  to  the  time  of  regular 
meetings  and  at  least  twenty-four  hours  prior  to  the  time  of  special  meetings. 
Communications  and  requests  for  action  by  tho  Board  are  to  bo  in  tho  hands  of  the 
Chancellor/Superintendent  eight  days  before  a  regular  mooting.   Resolutions 
proposed  by  individual  Board  members  must  obtain  the  concurrence  of  at  least  two 
(2)  other  Board  members.  However,  items  requiring  Board  action  which  roach  tho 
Chancollor/Suporintondont's  offico  do  not  appear  on  the  agenda  may  be  acted  upon 
under  any  of  the  following  circumstances:  1 .  At  least  four  (4)  Board  members 
determine  that  an  emergency  exists,  2.  At  least  (5)  Board  members  (or  all  members 
present  if  less  than  5)  determine  that  the  need  to  act  occurred  after  the  required 
posting  period,  or  3.  The  matter  was  posted  on  an  agenda  prior  to  the  current  meeting. 
An  "emergency  situation"  shall  mean:  (a)  Work  stoppage  or  other  activity  which 
severely  impairs  public  health,  safety,  or  both,  as  determined  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  legislative  body,  (b)  Crippling  disaster  which  severely  impairs  public 
health,  safety,  or  both,  as  determined  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  legislative 
body.  Agenda  items  appearing  on  the  published  agenda  may  be  removed  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  Board.  The  Agenda  shall  be  posted  at  the  entrance  door  to  the 
District  Offico  at  33  Gough  Street  and  in  the  lobby  of  Conlan  Hall  at  City  College  of 
San  Francisco,  50  Phelan  Avenue,  at  least  seventy-two  hours  prior  to  the  time  of  the 
regular  meetings  and  at  least  twenty-four  hours  prior  to  the  time  of  special  meetings. 

VOTING.  The  vote,  by  Ayes  and  Noes,  shall  be  taken  and  recorded  when 
demanded  by  any  member,  and  it  shall  be  taken  and  recorded  on  all  actions 
authorizing  elections,  appointments,  or  the  expenditure  of  money. 
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Adoption  of  Policies.  Bylaws  and  Regulations.  Any  policy  or  regulation  may  be 
adopted  by  the  Board,  be  amended  or  repealed  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  four  members 
at  any  meeting,  providing  notice  of  said  intended  action  has  been  given  at  a  previous 
meeting.    Any  policy  or  bylaw  which  is  regulatory  as  to  the  Board  but  is  not  otherwise 
required  bv  law  mav  be  suspended  temporarily  bv  a  vote  of  at  least  five  (5)  members  if 
such  suspension  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  District. 

Reports.  Board  members  requesting  reports  must  do  so  through  the  President 
of  the  Board  with  the  concurrence  of  at  least  two  (2)  other  Board  members. 

Recording  Minutes  of  Meeting..  As  records  of  Board  actions  at  meetings,  the 
minutes  shall  contain  only  resolutions  and  ultimate  actions  of  the  Board,  but  if  any 
Commissioner  desires  to  have  any  additional  matter  included,  he/she  must  submit  a 
written  statement  with  a  request  that  it  be  included  in  the  minutes.  There  shall  also  be 
a  tape  recording  of  the  proceedings. 

Records  of  all  business  transacted  and  of  all  policies  and  regulations  or  other 
controls  enacted  by  the  Board  shall  be  set  forth  in  full  in  the  official  Minute  Book  of  the 
Board,  which  shall  be  the  official  public  record  of  Board  actions. 

Regular  Meetings  of  the  Board.  One  or  more  meetings  shall  be  held  each 
month,  at  the  regular  meeting  place  of  the  Governing  Board,  33  Gough  Street,  San 
Francisco.  The  Governing  Board  may  also  meet  at  City  College  of  San  Francisco  or 
other  District  locations  served  by  the  District. 

Special  Meetings  of  the  Board.  Such  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  presiding 
officer  of  the  Board  or  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  by  delivering 
personally  or  by  mail  written  notice  to  each  Board  member  and  to  appropriate  media. 

Meetings  Open  to  the  Public.  All  official  meetings  of  the  Board,  regular  or 
special,  including  committees,  shall  be  open  to  the  public  as  provided  by  law. 

Meetings  Closed  to  the  Public.  All  closed  sessions  shall  be  closed  to  the  public. 
Closed  sessions  may  be  held  -enJy  in  accordance  with  law  and  for  the  following 
purposes: 

To  consider  the  appointment,  employment,  or  dismissal  of  an  employee. 

To  hear  complaints  or  charges  brought  against  an  employee  by  another  person. 

To  consider  the  expulsion,  suspension  or  disciplinary  action  in  connection  with 
any  student  of  the  District. 

To  consider  with  its  negotiations  representative  the  matter  of  salaries,  salary 
schedule,  or  fringe  benefits  of  employees. 

To  confer  with  its  negotiator  prior  to  the  purchase,  sale,  exchange,  or  lease  of 
real  property  bv  or  for  the  District  to  give  instructions  to  its  negotiator  regarding 
the  price  and  terms  of  payment  for  the  purchase,  sale,  exchange,  or  lease, 
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To  confer  with,  or  receive  advice  from,  its  legal  counsel  regarding  "pending 
litigation"  as  defined  in  Government  Code,  Section  54956.9  and  any 
amendments. 

Closed  sessions  can  be  held  during  a  regular  or  special  meeting. 

Quorum.  A  quorum  for  the  conduct  of  Board  business  shall  consist  of  four 
members.  No  official  action  may  be  taken  when  a  quorum  is  absent. 

Granting  the  Privilege  of  the  Floor.  A  person  desiring  to  speak  shall  be 
recognized  by  the  Chair  only  after  complying  with  the  following  procedures: 

For  matters  appearing  on  the  agenda,  an  individual  desiring  to  address  the 
Board  must  complete  a  "Request  to  Address  Governing  Board  of  Trustees"  card, 
completing  the  information  thereon  including  the  subject  to  be  addressed.  If 
there  is  to  be  a  written  report  presented,  a  copy(ies)  shall  be  submitted  in 
advance  to  the  Chancellor/Suporintondont. 

Any  person  desiring  to  address  the  Board  on  non-agenda  items  must  also 
complete  the  "Request  to  Address  Governing  Board  of  Trustees"  card  and  will 
be  recognized  at  the  end  of  the  agenda. 

Cards  for  these  purposes  are  available  in  the  Office  of  the 
Chancellor/Suporintondont  and  also  at  the  Board  meeting.  Completed  cards 
should  be  presented  to  the  Board  President  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the 
meeting.  As  a  matter  of  courtesy,  the  Board  encourages  people  to  notify  the 
Chancellor/Superintendent's  Office  in  advance  of  the  Board  meeting  of  their 
intention  to  address  the  Board. 

The  President  of  the  Board  reserves  the  right  of  determining  the  order  of  the 
speakers  and  changing  the  order  of  the  agenda  if  it  will  be  of  benefit  to  the 
public  and/or  the  order  of  the  meeting. 

Undue  interruptions  or  other  interferences  with  the  orderly  conduct  of  Governing 
Board  business  cannot  be  allowed.  Defamatory  or  abusive  personal  remarks 
are  always  out  of  order.  The  President  may  terminate  the  speaker's  privilege  of 
address  if  after  being  called  to  order,  he  or  she  persists  in  improper  conduct  or 
remarks,  or  if  be  the  speaker  fails  to  speak  on  the  subject  matter  for  which  be 
has  boon  granted  the  privilege  of  the  floor  was  granted.  The  appropriate  length 
of  time  for  oral  presentations  shall  be  determined  by  the  President  of  the  Board. 

No  oral  presentation  shall  include  charges  or  complaints  against  any  employee 
of  the  Governing  Board.  All  charges  or  complaints  against  an  employee  shall  be  in 
writing  and  signed  by  the  person  making  the  charge  and  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Chancellor/Superintendent  who  shall,  after  investigation,  transmit  tho  same  a  report  to 
the  Govoming  Board.  There  shall  be  no  oral  presentation  or  discussion  of  such 
matters  in  open  public  meetings  of  the  Governing  Board.  The  Governing  Board,  after 
discussion  with  tho  Chancellor/Superintendent,  shall  determine  if  an  oxocutive 
session  is  to  bo  convonod. 
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Prior  to  any  action  taken  by  the  Board  in  regard  to  presentations  from  the  floor, 
the  subject  shall  be  referred  to  the  Chancellor/Suporintondont  for  his  or  her 
consideration  and  report.

Adoption  of  Tentative  Budgets  for  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1991-92 

President  and  Members: 

In  order  that  the  financial  affairs  of  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  may  be  continued  during  the  first  months  of  the  new  fiscal 
year,  beginning  July  1,  1991,  a  formal  resolution  adopting  tentative  budgets 
for  the  General  Fund  (Unrestricted  and  Restricted),  Cafeteria  Fund,  Capital 
Outlay  Projects  Fund,  and  the  Child  Development  Fund  is  required.  The 
resolution  permits  the  Controller  to  establish  expenditure  appropriation 
accounts  so  that  obligations  may  be  incurred  and  salaries  paid  during  the 
Summer  1991,  prior  to  adoption  of  the  final  budget  in  August  or  September 
1991. 

The  Tentative  Budgets  will  be  set  up  on  the  accounting  records  of 
the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  and  the  S.  F.  Controller.  With 
the  subsequent  adoption  of  a  final  budget  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
SFCCD,  adjustments  will  be  made  on  the  accounting  records  to  establish  the 
adopted  budget. 

The  budget  process  for  the  General  Fund,  Unrestricted  began,  as 
usual,  with  the  requests  from  the  various  departments.  However,  Chancellor 
Evan  S.  Dobelle  asked  that  all  budgets  come  to  him  "unfiltered."  What  this 
means  is  that  unlike  previous  years  where  immediate  supervisors,  deans, 
directors,  or  vice  presidents  modified  and  reduced  budget  requests  as  they 
were  reviewed  and  sent  up  the  administrative  ladder,  Chancellor  Dobelle  wants 
to  see  unmodified  departmental  requests  from  the  Vice  Chancellors,  in  order 
that  an  accurate  assessment  of  our  true  total  budgetary  needs  can  be  made. 
The  departments  consulted  with  their  faculty  and  staff  to  identify  as 
thoughtfully  and  accurately  as  possible  their  budgetary  needs  for  the  next 
fiscal  year.  What  resulted  was  a  total  Department  Request  1991-92  of 
$131,307,994. 

Each  Vice  Chancellor  has  been  given  a  copy  of  the  complete  district 
budget  at  the  Department  Request  level  for  their  review.  Corrections  to  the 
Department  Request  budget,  as  well  as  additions  to  the  budget  have  been  made. 
In  addition,  the  46  administrative  positions  recommended  by  SPA  and  RISC  and 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  been  added  to  Vice  Chancellor  Budget 
which  now  totals  $137,389,078.  The  administrative  positions  are  duplicated  in 
the  Vice  Chancellor  Budget.  It  is  planned  that  as  the  new  positions  are 
filled  a  like  number  of  old  positions  will  be  deleted.  The  Vice  Chancellor 
Budget  is  the  "unfiltered"  budget  that  is  submitted  to  the  Chancellor  for  his 
review. 

The  revenue  side  of  the  Tentative  Budget  1991-92  has  been  developed 
from  the  1990-91  Revenue  Budget.  General  Revenues  have  been  calculated  with 
no  growth  and  no  COLA  as  reflected  currently  in  the  Governor's  State  Budget. 
In  addition,  the  Phase  2  program  improvement  funds,  which  were  provided  as 
part  of  AB1725,  have  been  added  to  the  base  for  1991-92.  The  1991-92  ending 
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balance  has  been  estimated  at  the  same  level  as  last  year  except  for  the 
decline  in  lottery  revenues  for  1990-91.  Other  revenues  have  been  estimated 
to  equal  those  of  the  previous  year  except  in  cases  where  additional 
information  is  known.  With  these  adjustments  the  current  estimate  of  the 

1991-92  revenue  budget  is  $ .  This  revenue  budget  is  only  an 

estimate  at  this  time  and  will  be  refined  after  the  Governor  signs  the  budget 
and  the  final  expenditure  figures  for  1990-91  are  known. 

The  expenditure  side  of  the  Tentative  Budget  1991-92  was  developed 
starting  from  the  Modified  Budget  1990-91  as  of  March  31,  1991  and  increased 
for  salary  increments  and  classified  salary  rate  changes  to  reflect  pay  equity 
adjustments  as  provided  for  in  Charter  Section  8.407-1  and  contractually 
mandated  by  memoranda  of  understanding.  The  organizational  structure  changes 
as  well  as  the  change  from  center  based  instructional  budgets  to  discipline 
based  instructional  budgets  was  also  included.  This  Tentative  Budget  1991-92 

totalled  $ and  is  below  the  "Gann  Limit"  for  1991-92  which  is 

$120,823,391.74,  but  is  beyond  our  budget  resources  for  next  year  as  we  know 
it  at  this  time.  In  order  to  balance  the  revenue  side  with  the  expenditure 
side  of  the  Tentative  Budget  1991-92,  a  revenue  item  of  "Additional  Income" 

$ has  been  included.  Budget  control  language  has  been  included 

in  this  resolution  to  provide  for  continuous  operation  until  the  final  budget 
is  adopted.  The  Tentative  Budget  for  the  General  Fund,  Unrestricted  is  thus 
recommended  to  the  Board  in  the  amount  of  $ . 

The  Tentative  Budget  1991-92  for  the  General  Fund,  Restricted  has 
been  prepared  using  the  Modified  Budget  1990-91  figures  and  have  been  adjusted 
for  salary  and  fringe  for  1991-92.  The  actual  revenues  in  these  budgets 
become  known  at  different  stages  in  the  budget  process.  Adjustments  to  these 
budgets  will  be  made  as  information  becomes  available.  Tentative  Budget  1991- 
92  for  the  General  Fund,  Restricted  is:

The  Tentative  Budget  1991-92  for  the  Cafeteria  Fund  is  $903,825. 
This  is  the  Modified  Budget  1990-91.  The  Recommended  Final  Budget  will  be 
adjusted  to  reflect  the  closing  Income  Statements  and  Balance  Sheets  as  of 
June  30,  1991. 

We  have  not  yet  been  advised  of  the  amount  of  funding  for  1991-92 
for  the  Campus  Child  Care  Bailout  so  that  the  Tentative  Budget  is  recommended 
at  the  1990-91  amount.  The  Tentative  Budget  for  the  Child  Development  fund  is 
thus:

No  new  position  may  be  filled 
and  no  reclassification  upward  may  be  initiated  or  completed  in  the 
Interim  Period  with  the  exception  of  those  positions  which  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Chancellor  are  critical  for  the  operation  of 
existing  programs  or  for  projects  previously  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  or  are  required  for  emergency  operations  or  where  such 
positions  would  result  in  net  increase  in  revenues,  or  where  such 
positions  are  required  to  comply  with  law.  New  positions  shall  be

Establishing  the  appropriations  limit  for  1991-92  pursuant 
to  Government  Code  Section  7910 

President  and  Members: 

The  California  electorate  on  November  6,  1979  approved  Proposition  4 
(Gann  Initiative)  which  added  Article  XIII  B  to  the  State  Constitution  to 
place  various  appropriation  limitations  on  the  fiscal  powers  of  state  and 
local  government,  commonly  referred  to  as  the  "Gann  Limit". 

Simply  stated  the  appropriations  limit  for  the  succeeding  year  is 
the  appropriations  limit  for  the  base  year  adjusted  for  inflation  and  change 
in  population.  For  a  community  college  district,  inflation  is  the  lesser  of 
the  change  in  cost-of-living  or  California  per  capita  personal  income  and 
change  in  population  is  the  percentage  change  in  the  district's  ADA. 

During  the  1989  State  Legislative  Session  a  number  of  refinements 
were  enacted  to  implement  Proposition  98  to  include  special  purpose 
apportionments  within  the  Gann  Limit  and  to  exclude  any  unreimbursed  court  or 
federal  mandates  imposed  on  or  after  November  6,  1979. 

Government  Code  Section  7910  reads  as  follows: 

"Each  year  the  governing  body  of  each  local 
jurisdiction  shall,  by  resolution,  establish  its 
appropriations  limit  and  make  other  necessary 
determinations  for  the  following  fiscal  year 
pursuant  to  Article  XIII  B  at  a  regularly 
scheduled  meeting  or  noticed  special  meeting. 
Fifteen  days  prior  to  the  meeting  documentation 
used  in  the  determination  of  the  appropriations 
limit  and  other  necessary  determinations  shall  be 
available  to  the  public.  The  determinations  made 
pursuant  to  this  section  are  legislative  acts. 
Any  judicial  action  or  proceeding  to  attach, 
review,  set  aside,  void,  or  annul  the  action  of 
the  governing  body  taken  pursuant  to  this  section 
for  the  1980-81  fiscal  year  shall  be  commenced 
within  60  days  of  the  effective  date  of  the 
resolution  or  the  effective  date  of  the  act  which 
added  this  section  to  the  Government  Code, 
whichever  date  is  later. 

For  the  1981-82  fiscal  year  and  each  fiscal  year 
thereafter,  any  judicial  action  or  proceeding  to 
attack,  review,  set  aside,  void,  or  annul  the 
action  of  the  governing  body  taken  pursuant  to 
this  section  shall  be  commenced  within  45  days  of 
the  effective  date  of  the  resolution. 
All  courts  wherein  such  actions  are  or  may  be 
hereafter  pending,  including  any  court  reviewing 
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such  action  on  appeal  from  the  decision  of  a  lower  g 

court,  shall  give  such  actions  preference  over  all 

other  civil  actions  therein,  in  the  manner  of 

setting  the  same  for  hearing  or  trial  and  in 

hearing  the  same  to  the  end  that  all  such  actions 

shall  be  quickly  heard  and  determined." 

The  State  Chancellor's  Office  notified  us  by  memorandum  dated 
May  24,  1991  that  the  Department  of  Finance  has  determined  that  the  applicable 
price  factor  to  be  used  in  setting  the  1991-92  appropriation  limit  is: 
California  per  capita  personal  income:  4.14%. 

Since  June  12,  1991,  a  fifteen  page  worksheet  setting  forth  the 
derivation  of  the  appropriations  limit  has  been  available  for  public 
inspection  at  the  District  Business  Office,  Budget  Section,  33  Gough  Street, 
San  Francisco,  pursuant  to  Government  Code  Sections  7908  and  7910. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

RESOLVED:  That  the  Governing  Board  pursuant  to  Government  Code 

Sections  7908  and  7910  (Gann  Limit)  establishes  the  SFCCD 
appropriations  limit  for  the  fiscal  year  1991-92  at  $120,823,391.74

Authorization  for  renewal  of  contract  with  Keenan  & 
Associates  to  obtain  insurance  claims  administration  for 
Fiscal  Year  1991-92,  District  Office,  $13,000 

President  and  Members: 

Since  June  30,  1986  we  have  obtained  liability  coverage  by  self- 
insurance  through  pooling  with  the  State  Wide  Association  of  Community 
Colleges  (SWACC),  a  Joint  Powers  Authority  (JPA).  The  SWACC-JPA  requires  us 
to  obtain  claims  administration  through  a  third  party  for  the  claims  in  the 
self  insured  retention  ($25,000  on  liability)  and  the  deductible  ($25,000  on 
property)  region.  SWACC-JPA  has  entered  into  a  management  services  contract 
with  Keenan  &  Associates  to  obtain  among  other  services,  claims  management 
services  for  the  claims  filed  against  the  SWACC-JPA.  Since  there  are  savings 
in  administrative  effort  and  improved  coordination  of  claims  processing  that 
are  achieved  by  having  the  same  party  administer  claims  under  as  well  as  over 
our  deductible/SIR,  we  have  contracted  with  Keenan  &  Associates  for  claims 
administration  services  since  July  1,  1986.  Staff  recommends  that  we  continue 
with  Keenan  &  Associates  for  the  claims  administration  for  the  Fiscal  Year 
1991-92.  We  have  been  quoted  a  maximum  price  based  on  time  and  expenses  of 
$13,000  and  a  minimum  of  $8,000  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1991-92. 

California  Government  Code  Section  53060  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
"The  legislative  body  of  any  public  or  municipal  corporation  or  district  may 
contract  with  and  employ  any  persons  for  the  furnishing  to  the  corporation  or 
district  special  services  and  advice  in  financial,  economic,  accounting, 
engineering,  legal,  or  administrative  matters  if  such  persons  are  specially 
trained  and  experienced  and  competent  to  perform  the  special  services 
required.  ..." 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

RESOLVED:  That  the  SFCCD  contract  with  Keenan  &  Associates  to 

obtain  claims  administration  services  in  connection  with 
our  liability  and  property  insurance  coverages  be  renewed  for  the 
Fiscal  Year  1991-92  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $13,000.

President  and  Members: 

On  August  19,  1986,  the  Board  of  Trustees  adopted  Resolution  No. 
860819-B3,  which  resolved  in  part  as  follows: 

"Section  1  -  That  the  Self- Insurance  Fund  be  established  in  the 

County  Treasury  for  the  purpose  of  self  insuring  the 
SFCCD  Group  Prepaid  Prescription  Drug  Expense  Insurance  Program 
pursuant  to  Education  Code  Section  81620,  effective  April  1,  1986. 
Section  2  -  That  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice 

Chancellor,  Business  commencing  April  1,  1986  shall 
deposit  periodically  in  the  Self-Insurance  Fund  amounts  provided  in 
the  General  Fund  budget  for  Prescription  Drug  Plan  based  upon  the 
number  of  eligible  employees  multiplied  by  the  last  applicable 
premium  rate. 
Section  3  -  That  all  deposits  to  the  Self- Insurance  Fund  are  hereby 

appropriated  for  the  payment  of  claims,  administrative 
costs,  related  services.  The  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice 
Chancellor,  Business  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  all  disbursements 
from  the  Self- Insurance  Fund  as  necessary  for  the  purposes  stated  in 
this  Section." 

From  April  1,  1986  to  April  30,  1991,  we  have  deposited  $278,640.67 
in  premiums  to  the  fund  and  have  paid  out  $285,412.40  for  claims, 
administrative  costs,  and  related  services  leaving  a  balance  of  minus 
$6,771.73.  The  premium  deposit  rate  for  these  61  months  has  remained  at  $4.69 
per  employee  per  month.  The  claims,  administrative  costs,  and  related 
services  costs  has  steadily  risen  over  the  years  from  $2.94  to  $6.91  per 
employee  per  month.  The  Self- Insurance  Fund  has  a  deficit  and  the  monthly 
rate  must  be  increased  substantially. 

Since  the  claims,  administrative  costs,  and  related  services  costs 
have  been  steadily  increasing  from  month  to  month,  it  is  proposed  that  the 
required  rate  be  established  administratively  so  that  the  computed  balance  in 
the  Self- Insurance  Fund  would  be  maintained  at  $25,000.  This  amount  would  be 
sufficient  to  fund  about  four  months  of  costs. 

There  is  no  employee  contribution  toward  the  cost  of  the  SFCCD  Group 
Prescription  Drug  Expense  Self-Insurance  Program.  The  entire  cost  is  borne  by 
the  SFCCD.  It  is  proposed  that  the  premium  rate  for  1990-91  be  adjusted  so 
that  there  will  not  be  a  deficit  balance  in  the  Self-Insurance  Fund  as  of  June 
30,  1991  but  instead  will  have  a  $25,000  balance. 
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The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

RESOLVED:  That  commencing  with  the  Fiscal  Year  1990-91,  the 

Chancellor  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Business  shall  deposit 
periodically  in  the  Self-Insurance  Fund  maintained  in  the  County 
Treasury  for  the  purpose  of  self  insuring  the  SFCCD  Group  Prepaid 
Prescription  Drug  Expense  Insurance  Program  amounts  provided  in  the 
General  Fund  budget  for  Prescription  Drug  Plan  based  upon  the  number 
of  eligible  employees  multiplied  by  a  rate  computed  by  the  Vice 
Chancellor,  Business  such  that  the  balance  in  the  Self-Insurance 
Fund  after  depositing  premiums  and  deducting  the  cost  of  claims, 
administrative  costs,  and  related  services  shall  be  maintained  at 
approximately  $25,000.

President  and  Members: 

AB  2189  (M.  Water,  Statutes  of  1988,  Chapter  1585)  requires 
community  colleges  as  well  as  local,  state  and  federal  agencies  and  businesses 
which  handle  hazardous  materials  to  1)  establish  and  implement  Business  Plans 
for  emergency  response  to  a  release  of  hazardous  materials,  and  2)  take 
inventory  of  chemical  materials  (labeling).  Districts  must  be  in  compliance 
with  the  bill's  requirements  by  January  1,  1992. 

The  1989-90  State  Budget  Act  provides  the  funds  for  the  Business 
Plan  and  in  turn,  the  California  Community  Colleges  has  funded  an  allocation 
to  cover  this  District's  Plan  based  upon  the  1988-89  P2  funded  ADA  of 
31,059.02. 

The  Business  Plan  completed  for  each  facility  should  include  at 
least  the  following  items: 

1.  Inventory  of  hazardous  materials 

2.  Emergency  response  plan 

3.  Employee  training 

4.  Business  site  plans 

Staff  distributed  Request  for  Statement  of  Qualifications  to  seven 
eminently  experienced  Hazardous  Materials  consultant  firms  in  California  in 
January  1991.  District  staff  has  received  and  reviewed  all  seven  proposals 
submitted.  Staff  recommends  that  the  proposal  received  from  the  firm,  AAA 
Environmental,  be  accepted.  AAA  Environmental  has  successfully  accomplished 
Business  Plans  for  schools,  colleges  and  other  agencies  requiring  plans  in 
California. 

California  Government  Code  Section  53060  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
"The  legislative  body  of  any  public  or  municipal  corporation  or  district  may 
contract  with  or  employ  any  persons  for  furnishing  to  the  corporation  or 
district  special  services  and  advice  in  financial,  economic,  accounting, 
engineering,  legal  or  administrative  matters  if  such  persons  are  specially 
trained  and  experienced  and  competent  to  perform  the  special  services 
required ".

President  and  Members: 

AB  2918  (M.  Waters,  Statutes  of  1988,  Chapter  1585)  requires 
community  colleges  as  well  as  other  local,  state,  and  federal  agencies  and 
businesses  which  handle  hazardous  materials  to  (1)  establish  and  implement 
business  plans  for  emergency  response  to  a  release  of  hazardous  materials,  and 
(2)  take  inventory  of  chemical  materials  (labeling). 

The  1989-90  and  1990-91  Budget  Acts  provided  $2,998,733  and 
$3,000,000,  respectively,  to  reimburse  community  colleges  for  costs  related  to 
developing  the  business  plan.  The  State  Chancellor's  Office,  California 
Community  Colleges,  with  the  Department  of  Finance's  concurrence,  determined 
that  it  is  appropriate  to  use  these  funds  not  only  for  the  actual  development 
of  the  plan,  but  also  for  related  activities  such  as  (1)  training  of  college 
personnel,  (2)  purchasing  equipment  (computers)  for  maintaining  storage 
inventories,  and  (3)  purchasing  appropriate  video  programs  for  training. 

These  funds  have  been  allocated  to  the  districts  on  an  ADA  basis. 
San  Francisco  has  been  allocated  $132,300  from  the  1989-90  Budget  Act  and 
$130,838  from  the  1990-91  Budget  Act  for  a  total  allocation  of  $236,138. 

This  is  a  reimbursement  program,  as  such,  it  is  proposed  that  the 
allocations  be  treated  as  a  grant  and  be  appropriated  on  the  basis  of  an 
account  receivable.  All  expenditures  would  be  charged  to  the  grant  account 
with  claims  being  filed  with  the  State  Chancellor's  Office  for  reimbursement.

President  and  Members: 

Assembly  Bill  1725  established  a  Program  Improvement  Fund  which 
could  be  used  by  Districts  to  meet  expenditures  in  any  of  nineteen  specified 
areas  of  need.  A  broad  based  Program  Improvement  Fund  Committee  adopted  plans 
for  the  expenditure  of  that  money  including  $77,676.70  for  maintenance 
vehicles  under  Activity  14  "Augmenting  budgets  for  plant  maintenance  and 
operations."  On  March  21,  1991  the  Chancellor's  Office  issued  a  letter  of 
approval  of  the  plan  and  included  the  following  paragraph: 

In  reviewing  the  plans,  staff  noted  that  since  Item  1  (plant 
maintenance  and  operations)  was  not  defined  in  statute,  a  variety  of 
interpretations  have  been  applied  by  districts.  To  clarify  this 
situation  and  based  on  the  reasonable  intent  of  AB  1725,  Item  14  is 
being  interpreted  to  mean  maintenance,  repairs,  or  improvements  to 
the  physical  plant.  You  should  review  this  item  in  your  plan  and, 
if  necessary,  submit  a  revised  plan  to  the  Chancellor's  Office  prior 
to  submission  of  your  final  Expenditure  Summary. 

The  Program  Improvement  Fund  Committee  determined  that  a  plan 
revision  was  appropriate  and  removed  this  allocation  for  maintenance  vehicles 
and  substituted  instead  the  expenditure  for  three  LVN  teachers  whose  courses 
were  reclassified  to  the  credit  mode  from  non-credit  in  January  1991.  This  is 
in  conformity  with  Activity  12  "Improving  Instruction  by  increasing  the  hiring 
of  full-time  (credit)  instructors  ..." 

The  Program  Improvement  Fund  Plan  was  amended  accordingly.  The 
action  now  requested  is  to  transfer  the  monies  in  the  General  Fund  from 
Salaries  -  John  Adams  LVN  program  to  Campuses  Building  and  Grounds  - 
Replacement  Equipment  to  balance  these  transactions. 

Title  5,  California  Code  of  Regulations,  Section  58199  reads  as

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members  of  the  governing  board."

The  Downtown  Campus  at  800  Mission  Street  was  constructed  in  1978  at 
a  cost  of  about  $9  million  with  about  one  quarter  of  the  construction  costs 
funded  from  State  Community  College  Bond  Funds  and  three  quarters  from  local 
ad  valorem  taxes.  Construction  required  the  prior  approval  of  some  17 
agencies,  one  of  which  was  the  California  Post-Secondary  Education  Commission. 
In  reviewing  the  proposed  project,  CPEC  staff  reported  that,  "During  the 
District's  initial  planning  for  the  Campus,  other  education  institutions 
expressed  interest  in  utilizing  part  of  the  facility  for  some  of  their 
programs.  One  of  them,  California  State  University,  San  Francisco,  has  long 
sought  a  new  downtown  campus  for  its  upper  division  and  graduate  level 
extension  programs,  and  would  utilize  the  facility  on  a  space-available 
basis."  CPEC  adopted  the  staff  recommendation  which  read  in  part  as  follows: 
"The  Downtown  Center  be  approved,  subject  to  the  development  of  a  formal 
agreement  for  use  of  the  facility  by  the  California  State  University, 
San  Francisco.  ..." 

Dr.  Louis  F.  Batmale,  by  letter  dated  June  17,  1974  and  Dr.  Paul  F 
Romberg  of  SFSU,  by  letter  dated  June  21,  1974,  agreed  that  the  SFCCD  would,

The  new  elevator  for  the  John  Adams  Campus  is  still  under 
construction.  The  project  is  partially  State  funded  on  a  90%  State/10% 
District  matching  basis.  By  adoption  of  Resolution  No.  880823-B15,  the 
Governing  Board  at  their  regular  meeting  on  August  23,  1988  reappropriated 
$43,333  from  this  project  to  provide  matching  funds  for  the  project: 
Instructional  Equipment  Replacement,  Community  College  Centers.  At  the  time, 
this  balance  was  available  for  reappropriation.  Subsequently,  the  Department 
of  Finance's  approval  of  the  award  of  contract  reduced  state  funding  by 
approximately  $35,000,  thus  reducing  the  available  construction  contingency. 

The  Library/Learning  Resource  Center  received  partial  State  funding 
for  working  drawings  in  the  1989-90  State  Budget.  Funding  received  did  not 
include  funds  to  cover  the  cost  of  services  outside  the  architect's  scope  of 
services  to  obtain  information  needed  during  the  working  drawings  phase,  such 
as,  topographic  survey,  geologic  hazard  report,  plan  check  fees,  etc. 

It  is  proposed  that  funds  be  reappropriated  in  the  Capital  Outlay

Suspending  Notice  of  Adoption  of  Policy  and  Adding  San 
Francisco  Community  College  Policy  Manual  Section  5.10  - 
Matriculation 

President  and  Members: 

Education  Code,  Sections  78210  et  seq.  and  Board  of  Governors 
regulations  adopted  pursuant  to  these  sections  require  the  local  adoption  of  a 
plan  and  program  to  assure  proper  matriculation  services  for  students.  The 
College  has  developed  such  a  plan  and  submitted  it  to  the  State  Chancellor  in 
accordance  with  state  regulations.  However,  up  to  this  point,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  has  not  adopted  a  formal  policy  statement  on  matriculation. 

In  recent  months,  representatives  of  the  City  College  Matriculation 
Advisory  Committee  drafted  a  proposed  Matriculation  Statement.  The  proposed 
statement  reflects  the  College's  commitment  to  matriculation,  defines 
matriculation  components,  establishes  expectations  and  entitlements  for  students 
under  matriculation  and  sets  the  criteria  for  granting  student  exemptions -from 
matriculation  components.  Once  adopted,  the  information  in  the  Statement  will 
be  made  accessible  to  all  new  students  enrolling  in  the  College  through  the  time 
schedule,  the  College  catalog  and  student  handbook.  Through  these  and  other 
methods,  students  will  be  advised  of  their  rights  and  responsibilities  related 
to  matriculation  services. 

The  state  evaluation  report  of  the  College's  program  requires  that 
a  statement  of  commitment  to  matriculation  be  adopted  by  July  1,  1991.  In  order 
to  comply  with  that  requirement,  it  is  recommended  that  the  Board  suspend  its 
notice  requirement  for  the  adoption  of  policy,  adopt  the  following  policy  without 
notice  and  also  adopt  the  Matriculation  Statement  proposed  by  the  Advisory 
Committee. 

San  Francisco  Community  College  District  Policy  Manual  Section  1.5 
reads  in  part  as  follows:  "Any  policy  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board,  be  amended  or 
repealed  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  four  members  at  any  meeting,  provided  notice 
of  said  intended  action  has  been  given  at  a  previous  meeting.  Any  policy  or 
bylaw  which  is  regulatory  as  to  the  Board  but  is  not  otherwise  required  by  law 
may  be  suspended  temporarily  by  a  vote  of  at  least  five  (5)  members  if  such 
suspension  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  District. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption:

Reimbursement  is  limited  to  the  following  personal  property:  eyeglasses,  hearing 
aids,  dentures,  watches,  articles  of  clothing  necessarily  worn  or  carried  by  the  employee,  or 
vehicles.  Claims  for  reimbursement  under  this  section  in  an  amount  less  than  $10  shall  not  be 
approved.  Reimbursement  under  this  section  shall  be  limited  to  the  actual  value  of  the  property, 
reduced  by  any  insurance  proceeds,  at  the  time  of  damage  or  loss,  and  in  no  event  shall  exceed 
$1 ,000  per  occurrence.

Subject:  Notice  of  Intent  to  Amend  Policy  Manual  Section  3.31 

President  and  Members: 

Policy  Manual  Section  3.31  (Reassignment  of  Administrators)  establishes  an 
elaborate  procedure  regarding  assigning  an  administrator  who  does  not  have  a  multi-year  contract 
to  a  nonadministrative  position  based  on  prior  evaluations.  It  was  adopted  in  1983,  well  before 
the  system-wide  reforms  of  AB1725  and  the  District's  reorganization.  It  presumes  that  the 
described  procedures  can  effect  an  assignment  to  a  nonadministrative  position,  e.g.,  a  faculty 
assignment 

Under  AB1725,  an  academic  administrator  whose  first  day  of  paid  service  in  the 
District  is  on  or  after  July  1,  1990  does  not  automatically  accrue  tenure  as  a  faculty  member. 
Such  persons  may  be  accepted  as  probationary  faculty  if  they  satisfy  a  process  agreed  to  by 
representatives  of  the  Board  and  the  Academic  Senate  and  approved  by  the  Board.  The 
Academic  Senate  is  currently  considering  an  appropriate  process.  Because  PM  Section  3.31  does 
not  contemplate  such  a  process,  it  is  inconsistent  with  AB1725  to  the  extent  that  such  a  process 
would  be  subverted. 

Apart  from  potential  conflicts  with  AB1725,  Section  3.31  is  inconsistent  with  the 
reorganization  adopted  by  the  Board.  Finally,  although  PM  3.31  purports  to  be  a  policy 
statement,  it  is  more  appropriately  labeled  a  procedure.  It  is  preferable  for  the  Board  to  adopt 
policy  and  direct  the  Chancellor  to  implement  that  policy  by  establishing  administrative 
regulations  and  appropriate  procedures. 

The  Board  has  no  current  policy  statement  regarding  the  evaluation  of 
administrative  personnel.  A  policy  statement  on  this  topic  would  underscore  the  importance  of 
evaluation.    The  proposed  policy  revision  includes  such  a  statement. 

For  the  above  reasons,  it  is  recommended  that  the  Board  revise  Policy  Manual 
Section  3.31  as  recommended  below:

Dear  President  and  Members: 

WHEREAS:  Assembly  Bill  561  would  require  that  single-member 

trustee  areas  be  established  in  every  community  college 
district  with  an  average  daily  attendance  of  45,000  or  more,  for 
the  purpose  of  assuring  the  fair  representation  of  ethnic 
minorities  in  the  political  processes  for  nominating  and  electing 
such  trustees;  and 

WHEREAS:  Assembly  Bill  1107  would  authorize  five  percent  (5%)  of 

the  registered  voters  in  a  community  college  district,  by 
petition,  to  place  directly  on  the  ballot  the  question  of  electing 
governing  board  members  by  trustee  area  or  at- large;  and 

WHEREAS:  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  Board  of 

Trustees,  currently  elected  by  an  at-large  electoral 
method,  represents  a  diverse  constituency  of  people  of  the  city, 
with  over  seventy  percent  of  its  members  from  ethnic  minority  and 
the  lesbian  and  gay  communities;  and 

WHEREAS:  the  1990  Census  information  is  still  being  analyzed  for 

its  implication  for  redistributing  and  that  the  S.F. 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  Board  of  Education  are  also  elected  at 
large;  and 

WHEREAS:  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  being  a  relatively 

small  geographic  area,  with  ethnic  minority  people 
residing  in  all  parts  of  the  city  would  not  benefit  from  a  system 
of  electing  trustees  from  specific  trustee  areas;  and 

WHEREAS:  City  College  and  the  7  community  campuses  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College 
District  Board  of  Trustees,  are  currently  re-organized  to  reflect 
greater  unity  and  coherence  as  one  institution  that  will  serve 
students  from  diverse  ethnic,  cultural,  economic  and  educational 
backgrounds,  including  students  with  varying  sexual  orientations 
and  with  disabilities; 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  opposes 

Assembly  Bills  561  and  1107  and  their  provisions 
concerning  the  election  of  trustees  by  areas  rather  than  at-large 
and  that  the  Trustees  support  the  existing  electoral  system;  and 
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BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED:  that  the  Chancellor  is  directed  to  convey 

the  District's  position  to  the  sponsors  of  the  above 
mentioned  legislation,  and  to  the  state  legislature,  including 
representatives  of  San  Francisco,  and  to  take  such  other  measures 
as  are  necessary  and  appropriate  under  the  circumstances  to  oppose 
such  legislation.
